Molotov had previously 
agreed in a series of preliminary 
exchanges which Dulles had with 
the Soviet ambassador in Wash­ 
ington that the subject would coma 
up here. 


Ike Proposed Pool 


President Eisenhower proposed 
in a speech to United Nations on 
Dec. 8 that the United State*. Rus­ 
sia and other atomic powers con­ 
tribute materials to an internatitm- 
al atomic pool to be used for 
peaceful purposes by all countries. 
Russia criticized the President’s 
plan as failing to make any pro­ 
vision for banning atomic weapons 
and made a counter-proposal that 
all countries should make a pledge 
not to use such weapons. 
The problem before Dulles and 
Molotov here, as American offi­ 
cials see it, is to decide how ne­ 
gotiations on the President’s pro­ 
posal and on Russia’s weapons 
ideas should proceed at some fu­ 
ture date—what countries should 
participate and whether the talks 
should be held at an early stage 
under the aegis of the United Na­ 
tions.

Boycott On Coffee? 
Apparently alarmed at possible consumer resist­ 
ance to recent rises in the price of coffee, the Braziiian 
government has invited four representative U. S. 
housewives to inspect frost-ravaged coffee plantations 
in Brazil. A similar invitation has been extended to 
leading publishers and members of Congress by the 
Brazilian Coffee Institute. 
Meantime, on January 25, Senator Gillette (D., la.i, 
who headed a Senate subcommittee investigating high 
coffee price.s four years ago, called for multiple federal 
action to stop “gambling and speculative” coups to 
which he attributed the price rise.s. And on January 2« 
Representative Celler iD.. N.Y.i and Senator Beall 
(R., Md.) demanded House and Senate invesUgation.s 
to determine whether the price ri.sea were caused by 
speculation or by cmp failures. 
Senator Beall said th at he doubled the effective­ 
ness of consumer boycotts, inasmuch as "we can hardlv 
expect the consumer to change his cuslom.s and diet 
In order to force price reduction.« ” Senator Aiken 
ÍR.. Vt.l. encouraging buyer re.sistance, had urged: 
“Drink more milK”; and Repre.sentatlve Smith <R., 
WLs.) had recommended Coffeeles.s Wednesdays 
On various propasáis for a partial consumer boy­ 
cott of coffee, Hanson’s "Latin American Letter” com­ 
ments: "It Is clear th at the.se step.« would be effective. 
Yet it Is im portant to note th at the structure of the 
coffee market Is what needs permanent correction " 
The "Letter” cites a reduction of more than 200 
million pounds in U. S. military and civilian consump­ 
tion of coffee within the past five years, during which 
prices 
have 
doubled. 
Nevertheless, 
the 
“Letter” 
charges: 
"The National Coffee As.sociation ha.s continuously 
chosen to underestimate supply and to overe.stimai# 
consumption. It has steadily minimized the effect on 
demand and lnsl.sted that U. S consumption was not 
being affected by price. Even last week, faced with 
the latest raid, the a.ssoctation had the gall to tell 
Brazilians about rising consumption ’’ 
Some evidence of consumer re.« lstance to the new 
high coffee prices i.s already apparent. An attorney 
for two organizations repre.sentlng 750 retail stores in 
the New York metropolitan area said on January 24 
th at New York housewives had bought only half a.s 
much coffee as usual the previous week. The Rhode 
Island Restaurant As.soclation voted to replace signs 
advertising coffee with advertisements for tea, milk 
or chocolate. 
As to consumer boycotts in general:—two voluntary 
meatless days a week were utilized in the District of 
Columbia in September 19 47, in an attem pt to reduce 
consumption and hence to force lowering of prices. In 
August 19 48, hou.sewives in Dallas .started a telephon» 
campaign urging a boycott of butchers, "Meat strikes” 
in various sections of the country followed. Food 
prices, led by meat, did .slump shortly thereafter. 
But in general Senator Beall’s « keptlclsm on 
consumer boycotw appears warranted in the light of 
recent history of attempus to encourage consumer 
resistance. During World War I. groups were organized 
here as In other countries to boycott German good.s 
after the war. After the armistice these projects were 
abandoned when It became apparent that if Germany 
did not sell, Germans could not buy. 
When 
the 
National 
Recovery 
Administration 
(NRA> .'Ugge.sted a popular boycott of places not dis­ 
playing the Blue Eagle, the attem pt fell flat, once the 
enthusiasm of the first ballyhoo had died down. On 
the eve of U. S. entrance into World War II, German 
and Japane.se goods were kept from consumers in 
many^ areas by the refusal of department stores to 
stock’such goods. 


In backw ard 
countrie?, 
public 
health program s are not always 
easy to institute. An excellent ex­ 
am ple was cited recently in Public 
Health reports. Members of the In­ 
stitute of Inter-Am erican .Affairs 
selected a small Latin American 
village and proceeded to set up an 
experim ental project. Its success 
depended upon improved sanita­ 
tion — to wit. a privy cam paign. 
The agency had slabs cast for pit 
privies and distributed them to 
each of the 100 odd houses. The 
owners were expected to install the 
slab.s in their backyards al their 
own expense. Personnel from the 
agency returned six months later 
and to their surprise found less 
than half the slabs in use. Mo.st of 
them had been left in front of the 
houses and 
were 
covered 
with 
weeds. 
Why? This was a sm all village 
of 600 inhabitants and about half 
the population consisted 
of 
m i­ 
grants who had lived there for five 
years or less. They did not consid­ 
er themselves perm anent resident 
citizens and were awaiting the op­ 
portunity to move on. In this re­ 
spect there was no civic pride, no 
.stake in the future, no interest in 
making an investm ent in the com­ 
m unity. The cheaper houses were 
valued at $18 to $35 and the cost 
of building the privy was about $10. 
This was the bottleneck; it was im ­ 
possible to expect a householder 
who did not under.stand the im- 
porlante of privies to m ake an in­ 
vestm ent of 35 to .50 per cent of 
the total value of his home. In ad­ 
dition. m any of the tenants lived 
rent free and the owners were too 
far away to be convinced that the 
investm ent was worthwhile. 
Many questions were asked by 
the staff of the institute, in an at­ 
tem pt to determ ine whether there 
i.s a solution to problem s of this 
kind. They included such questions 
as; 
"How is it possible to con­ 
vince the people that modern medi­ 
cine and h.Ngienic living 
are a 
form of personal health insurance 
that will keep the individual in 
better healt’i, m ake him live long­ 
er. and m ake him able to work 
m ore 
efficiently 
and enjoy life 
m ore fully?" 


It was agreed that the logical 
solution was to gel the people to 
drop their old ideas and substitute 
new ones. This is difficult, as m any 
natives of Latin America believe 
Iheir methods are best. Their ideas 
about the cause 
of illness differ 
from ours and it is not easy to 
encourage them to take step.s in 
sanitation that w'lll prevent disea.se 
when they are convinced that fac- 
tor.s other than germ s are respon­ 
sible. These difficulties can be an­ 
ticipated because they have no un­ 
derstanding of modern medicine 
nor do they know how to apply it 
to daily living. 


Living Costs Stable 
Cost of living, as measured by the con.sumer’ price 
Index of the Bureau of Labor Statistics, fell one-tenth 
of one per cent between November 15 and December 
15. T h at’s a-s .small a difference a.s the index can 
measure with any degree of accuracy, and what it 
reveals Is th at living casts are holding steady. 
It reflects "continued stability,” to quote Ewan 
Clague, chief of the bureau. 
This stability deserve.« .some discu.s.sian. A glance 
at the index readings .since January 19 53 reveals th at 
the high for the year varied from the low by only 
two points. The figures follow: 
January, 113,9 ; February. 113 4; March, 113 6; 
April. 113.7; May. 114; June, 114 5; July, 114.7; August 
115 September. 115 2; October, 115 
4 , November, 115; 
December, 114 9 . 
Not only has stability been achieved—it’s of long 
standing and its appearance of permanence Is of more 
significance than the fact that the index rase steadily 
from February of la.st year until October, or the fact 
that it has been dropping .since then. The increa-ses 
and decrea.ses have been so small that they have been 
of no practical importance. Certainly they have not 
marked a trend either upward or downward. 
It is worth noting that the decline .shown In 
December was largely the re.sult of cut price.s for 
left-over 19 53 model automobiles at the end of the 
year. It would not be surprising if the index were to 
fall somewhat further in the early months of this 
year. But the index offers no ba.si.s for expectation 
that Important price cuts will be widespi'ead.

U. S. Cham ber of Com merce. Eric 
Johnston, in honor of the head of 
the world’s largest labor union. 
T eam ster Dave Beck. 
The dinner cam e sim ultaneously 
w ith Beck's loan of $1.000.000 to the 
biggest trailer com pany. Fruehauf. 
and his offer of another $5.000.000 
to New York trucking firm s to in- 
*tall modern equipment along the 
New York waterfront. 
Those who attended the small 
and 
very 
pleasant 
dinner, 
and 
tho.<e who have watched Beck’.s 
operations with private business 
wonder if this inaugurates a new 
era of business-labor cooperation. 
Others who know Beck well .say 
that, even as Team sters boss of 
the Northwest, he believed in em- 
ployer-employe cooperation. 
At any rate. guesU who turned 
up at the motion picture hcad- 


quartcrs of movie czar Johnston 
included Chief Justice E arl W'ar- 
ren w’ho knew Beck back in Cali­ 
fornia; Secretary of Health and 
W elfare Oveta 
Hobby; 
Senators 
Magnuson and Jackson of Beck’s 
home state, W ashington: Congress­ 
m an Jack Shelley of San Fran­ 
cisco. a m em ber of the Team sters 
Union, most of the congressmen 
from 
Wa.shinglon, 
together with 
California Congressmen Chet Holi- 
field and George Miller. 
Nothing was said at the dinner 
about politics. But after dinner and 
ju.st before Johnston showed his 
guests an English film, "C aptain’s 
P aradise.” he m ade a little speech 
about Beck. 
"D ave Beck and I don’t always 
agree,” he said. "I rem em ber one 
tim e I was running for the Senate 
in Washington State and went to 
see Mr. Beck for his support. He 
told me quite honestly that he was 
com m itted to support Mon Wall- 
gren, and so naturally he opposed 
me. 
"But though we have differed, 1 
consider Mr. Beck a fine American 


who is working for the best inter­ 
ests of his country. If everyone 
else knew Dave Beck as I do they 
would have the sam e adm iration 
for his honor and his honesty.” 
Guests who listened to this tri­ 
bute from the ex-presidcnt of the 
U. S. Cham ber of Com merce re­ 
called another T eam sters’ dinner 
at the Slatler Hotel when m any 
business leaders peered at the all- 
out Team ster 
support given to 
Frankhn Roo.sevelt. .And one day 
after the Erie Johnston dinner, 
guests picked up the paper to see 
that the sam e Team sters Union 
had loaned $1.000,000 to Fruehauf 
trailers and offered another So.OOO,- 
000 to New York trucking firm s. 
Rem arked one guest: "Moscow 
would never believe it, even if 
Malenkov was here to 
see it in 
person.” 


Russian Humo r 


WASHINGTON - The chairman 
of the Senate Internal Security 
subcommittee—Senator Jenncr of 
Indiana. Republican—has just ex­ 
ploded a bombshell that may stir 
up as much emotion as the case 
of Harry Dexter White, suspected 
of espionage in behalf of Soviet 
Russia. 
The finger of suspicion regard­ 
ing laxity in handling Communist 
suspects is now pointed to the 
White House staff in the adminis­ 
tration of the late President Frank­ 
lin D. Roosevelt. 
Senator Jenner told his story at 
a dinner here in honor of Robert 
Morris, newly elected judge of the 
Municipal Court in New York and 
formerly chief counsel for the Sen­ 
ate Internal Security subcommit- 
tee. 
Mr. Morris was a lieutenant in 
the intelligence unit of the U. S. 
Navy during the last war, and it 
is revealed now that he wa.s the 
victim of an order from the White 
House which destroyed the files of 
his office relating to Communist 
penetration. 
Ordered Files Destro y ed 
"Bob M orris," says Senator Jen­ 
ner. "w as sent to the Pacific be- 
cau.se he had been hustled out of 
the Office of Naval Intelligence in 
New York. He knew too much 
about what the Communists were 
really up to. In May of 19 44, he 
was in the counter intelligence sec­ 
tion of naval intelligence in the 
New York District. One of his un­ 
dercover agents had .succeeded in 
penetrating the Communist organi­ 
zation and in reaching a strategic 
post in the network.” 
Senator Jenner says that Krav­ 
chenko. an official of the Soviet 
Purchasing 
Commission. 
was 
ready to reveal Communist act­ 
ivities but M orns was told by his 
superiors in Washington to "let 
K ravchenko alone.” 
"T hen.” 
.says 
Mr. 
Jenner. 
“ something else happened. Word 
cam e to New York 
that plans 
were underway to have naval in­ 
telligence break up its Communist 
counter intelligence unit, including 
the secret 
apparatus which the 
New York group had set up. Mor­ 
ns was sent to Washington on Cap­ 
tain Howe’s instructions to urge 
the director of naval intelligence 
not to take this .step. Did he suc­ 
ceed in saving this absolutely vital 
intelligence function’’ Well, if he 
had succeeded, how did he end up 
in Pearl Harbor? 
"Someone scattered the mem­ 
bers of the New York unit of naval 
intelligence to the four corners of 


the earth—within a few days after 
Bob Morris made his plea. And 
they did something even worse. 
They ordered the destruction of 
the files gathered by that unit. 
"Those were the files that had 
the basic information on Commun­ 
ists in the maritime units. Com­ 
munists on the waterfront, and 
Communists in the convoys that 
went to Russia itself. Is there any­ 
one who believe.« that the chief of 
naval intelligence gave that order 
on his own initiative? Who ever 
heard of inteiligence officials d e - ^ 
stroying their own files? Well, 
then, who w'ould have had the au­ 
thority to give an order as sweep- 
ing and unprecedented as this one? 
Admiral Nimltz was curious about 
that. 
Charge Not New 
„ . 
"A few days after Bob Morris 
told him the story at that meeting 
I have just described, Admiral 
Ernest J. King came to the head­ 
quarters of the commander in 
chief of the Pacific Fleet and Paci­ 
fic Ocean areas, on one of his 
periodic visits from Washington. 
Nimitz told King what Bob Morns 
had told him and asked if it could 
po.« sibly be true that such an in­ 
credible order could have been 
issued. Admiral King replied that 
it was true. ‘But who.* demanded

Boycott On Coffee? 
Apparently alarmed at possible consumer resist­ 
ance to recent rises In the price of coffee, the Brazilian 
government ha.s invited four representative U. 8. 
housewives to inspect frost-ravaged coffee plantations 
In Brazil. A similar invitation has been extended to 
leading publishers and members of Congress by the 
Brazilian Coffee Institute. 
Meantime, on January 25. Senator Gillette <D . la *, 
who headed a Senate subcommittee investigating high 
coffee prices four years ago, called for multiple federal 
action to stop “gambling and speculative” coups to 
which he attributed the price rises And on January 28 
Re presen La live Ceiler iD.. N Y .' and Senator Beall 
tR.. Md ! demanded House and Senate investigations 
to determine whether the price rises were caused by 
speculation or by crop failures. 
Senator Beall said that he doubted the effective­ 
ness of consumer boycotts, inasmuch as we can hardly 
expect the consumer to change his customs and diet 
in order to force price reductions '* Senator Aiken 
IR . VM, encouraging buyer resistance, had urged: 
“Drink more m ilk'; and Representative Smith <R, 
Wis.l had recommended Coffeeleaf Wednesdays 
On various proposals for a partial consumer boy­ 
cott of coffee. Hanson's “Latin American Letter” com­ 
ments: “It is clear that these steps would be effective. 
Yet it is im portant to note that the structure of the 
coffee market Is what needs permanent correction ” 
The “Letter” cites a reduction of more than 200 
million pounds In U. S military and civilian consump­ 
tion of coffee within the past five years, during which 
prices 
have 
doubled. 
Nevertheless, 
the 
‘ Letter'’ 
charges: 
“The National Coffee Association has continuously 
chosen to underestimate supply and to overestimate 
consumption. It has steadily minimized the effect on 
demand and Insisted that U. 8 consumption was not 
being affected bv price. Even last week, faced with 
the latest raid, the association had the gall to tell 
Brazilians about rising consumption ” 
Some evidence of consumer resistance to the new 
high coffee prices Is already apparent. An attorney 
for two organizations representing 750 retail stores in 
the New York metropolitan area said on January 24 
that New York housewives had bought only half as 
much coffee as usual the previous week 
The Rhode 
Island Restaurant Association voted to replace signs 
advertising coffee with advertisements for tea, milk 
or chocolate. 
As to consumer boycotts In general:—two voluntary 
meatless days a week were utilized In the District of 
Columbia in September 1947, in an attem pt to reduce 
consumption and hence to force lowering of prices. In 
August 1948. housewives in Dallas started a telephone 
campaign urging a boycott of butchers. “Meat strikes” 
In various sections of the country followed. 
Food 
prices, led by meat, did slump shortly thereafter. 
But In general Senator Beall's skepticism on 
consumer boycotts appears warranted in the light of 
recent history of attem pts to encourage consumer 
resistance During World War I, groups were organized 
here as in other countries to boycott German goods 
after the war. After the armistice these projects were 
abandoned when It became apparent that if Germany 
did not sell.

• NRA> suggested a popular boycott of places not dis­ 
playing the Blue Eagle the attempt fell flat, once the 
enthusiasm of the first ballyhoo had died down. On 
the eve of U. S entrance into World War II. German 
and Japanese goods were kept from consumers in 
many areas by the refusal of department stores to 
stock such goods. 


Living Costs Stable 


Cost of living, as measured by the consumer' price 
index of the Bureau of Labor Statistics, fell one-tentn 
of one per cent between November 15 and December 
15 
That's as small a difference as the index can 
measure with any degree of accuracy, and what it 
reveals is that living casts are holding steady. 
It reflects “continued stability,'* to quote Ewan 
Clague, chief of the bureau. 
This stability deserves some discussion. A glance 
at the index readings since January 1953 reveals that 
the high for the year varied from the low by only 
two points. The figures follow. 
January. 113 9; 
February. 113 4; 
March, 113 8; 
April, 113.7; May, 114; June, 114 5; July. 114.7; August 
115 September, 115 2; October, 115 4; November, 115; 
December, 114 9. 
Not only has stability been achieved—It s of long 
standing and its appearance of permanence Is of more 
significance than the fact that the index rase steadily 
from February of last year until October, or the fact 
that It has been dropping since then.

A Problem In Culture 


In backward 
countries, 
public 
health programs are not alway* 
easy to institute. An excellent ex­ 
ample was cited recently in Public 
Health reports. Members of the In­ 
stitute of Inter-American Affairs 
selected a small Latin American 
village and proceeded to set up an 
experimental project. Its success 
depended upon improved sanita­ 
tion — to wit. a privy campaign. 
The agency had slabs cast for pit 
privies and distributed them to 
each of the IOO odd houses. The 
owners were expected to install the 
slabs in their backyards at their 
own expense. Personnel from the 
agency returned six months later 
and to their surprise found less 
than half the slabs in use. Most of 
them had been left in front of the 
houses and 
were 
covered 
with 
weeds. 
Why? This was a small village 
of 800 inhabitants and about half 
the population consisted 
of 
mi­ 
grants who had lived there for five 
years or less. They did not consid­ 
er themselves permanent resident 
citizens and were awaiting the op­ 
portunity to move on. In this re­ 
spect there was no civic pride, no 
stake in the future, no interest in 
making an investment in the com­ 
munity. The cheaper houses were 
valued at $18 to $35 and the cost 
of building the privy was about $10. 
This was toe bottleneck, it was im­ 
possible to expect a householder 
who did not understand the im­ 
portance of privies to make an in­ 
vestment of 35 to 50 per cent of 
the total value of his home. In ad­ 
dition. many of the tenants Itved 
rent free and the owners were too 
far awa y to be convinced that the 
investment was worthwhile. 
Many questions were asked by 
the staff of the institute, in an at­ 
tempt to determine whether there 
is a solution to problems of this 
kind. They included such question* 
as 
“ How is it possible to con­ 
vince the people that modern medi­ 
cine and hygienic living are a 
form of personal health insurance 
that will keep the individual in 
better healt'i, make him live long­ 
er, and make him able to work 
more 
efficiently 
and enjoy life 
more fully?'' 


It was agreed that the logical 
solution was to get the people to 
drop their old ideas and substitute 
new ones. This is difficult, as many 
natives of Latin America believe 
their methods are best. Their ideas 
about the cause 
of illness differ 
from ours and it is not easy to 
encourage them to take steps in 
sanitation that will prevent disease 
when they are convinced that fac­ 
tors other than germs are respon­ 
sible.

Eng­ 
lish both written and .spoken taught 
us free, medical care free, and a 
beautiful council house with a .such 
lovely garden for IO shillings a 
week. I think this is $1.20 
Here 
we are sneered at for our accents, 
cannot get a good job. and cannot 
find such a house as i n l a n d We 
are now paying 90 dollars a month 
for 3 rooms and use of bath. 


“ Just because your living is 
the highest cost. doesn t mean 
it s highest in quality, and it* 
not. We all hate it. I think your 
brains must be very poor qual­ 
ity before you like it here. Such 
crime too. and poor education. 
No free milk, and no free din­ 
ners for the children, even the 
poor ones.

for Joe 
Mc­ 
Carthy. surely he is craiy. 


“ England has free speech every­ 
where. 
We wish we had stayed 
there Please tell us why this coun­ 
try tell such lies.” 
In a way you remind me of my 
father. He came to this country 
from Warsaw', the capital of your 
native land, although he was born 
in Bialystok* In the 1880s he came 
here as a refugee, seeking the 
benefits of religious freedom. He 
had no money; he did not know the 
language, the customs and tradi­ 
tions of the new country. But he 
managed 
and 
he asked 
for no 
favors. He and my mother worked 
hard and lived in slums. But they 
raised seven children who have 
been loyal Americans. We have, 
in our family, produced no spies, 
no Communists, no beggars and no 
racketeers.

Eisenhower is crazy. You can make 
any kind of a speech you have a 
mind to. 


I have heard many people 
talk the way you write. What 
they expected in the United 
States when they came here, I 
cannot I m a g i n e — possibly 
streets paved with gold. Well, 
this is no paradise. It is a good 
and comfortable country where 
one can earn a good living by 
hard work and where one can 
get along with his neighbors lf 
he is not a bore and has a tense 
of humor.

WASHINGTON - The chairman 
of the Senate 
Internal Security 
subcommittee—Senatcr Jenner of 
Indiana. Republican—has just ex­ 
ploded a bombshell that may stir 
up as much emotion as the case 
of Harry Dexter White, suspected 
of espionage in behalf of Soviet 
Russia. 
The finger of suspicion regard­ 
ing laxity in handling Communist 
suspects is now pointed to the 
White House staff in the adminis­ 
tration of the late President Frank­ 
lin D. Roosevelt. 
Senator Jenner told his story at 
a dinner here in honor of Robert 
Morris, newly elected judge of the 
Municipal Court in New York and 
formerly chief counsel for the Sen­ 
ate Internal Security subcommit­ 
tee. 
Mr. Morris was a lieutenant in 
the intelligence unit of the U. S. 
Navy during the last war. and it 
is revealed now that he was the 
victim of an order from the White 
House which destroyed the files of 
his office relating to Communist 
penetration. 
Ordered Files Destroyed 
“ Bob Morris,” says Senator Jen­ 
ner. “ was sent to the Pacific be­ 
cause he had been hustled out of 
the Office of Naval Intelligence in 
New York. He knew too much 
about what the Communists wt ra 
really up to. In May of 1944, ha 
was in the counter intelligence sec­ 
tion of naval intelligence in the 
New York District. One of hts un­ 
dercover agents had succeeded in 
penetrating the Communist organi­ 
zation and in reaching a strategic 
post in the network ” 
Senator Jenner says that Krav­ 
chenko. an official of the Soviet 
Purchasing

Baltimore and Ohio Railroad of­ 
ficials here last night said they had 
been advised to begin recalling 
about one-fifth of the division’s fur­ 
loughed list. 
Beginning Monday, 
307 men are to be recalled indivi­ 
dually. 
This figure includes 100 at the 
Bolt and Forge plant, 57 at the 
Rolling Mill, 100 at the Back Shops 
and 50 at the Car Shops in Keyser. 
'The present furlough began just 
after Christmas. 


Had Furloughed Twice 


On December 28, the Baltimore 
and Ohio ordered furloughs of 
6, 000 across the system. 'This in­ 
cluded 49 at the Bolt and Forge 
plant, 129 at the Back Shops, and 
57 in the car and locomotive de­ 
partments, including 20 clerks. 
At Keyser, 288 were furloughed 
at the Car Shops, 25 in locomotive 
and 10 in transportation depart­ 
ments. 
This furlough of 6.000 represent­ 
ed 11 per cent of the system’s 
working force. 
On January 
18, 
the furlough 
notices began appearing again. A 
total of 684 workers on the Cum­ 
berland Division were laid off. 
Tnis figure included 225 in the 
Back Shops, 390 at the Bolt and 
Forge plant, 58 at the Rolling Mill 
and 11 clerks. 
At Keyser, 146 men were laid off 
in that second cutback. 


Officials Hopeful 


The news of the recall here was 
met with a highly favorable re­ 
action by railroad officials, who 
expressed the hope that this may 
be the forerunner of an eventual 
return of all furloughed personnel. 
The number ordered recalled here, 
it was noted, totals 307, while the 
number furloughed was previously 
reported at 1.483. This is a little 
more than a 20 per cent recall. 
In Baltimore last night, accord­ 
ing to the Associated Press, a B&O 
spokesman said an announcement 
will be issued on Monday regard­ 
ing the company’s action in recall­ 
ing furloughed workers across the 
railroad’s 13-state system.
